If 
the Air be hot and dry, the Gnats die of. themſelves, 
and even the Swallow: will be found famiſh'd for Want, 
and fall down dead out ofthe Air, their F694 being ta- 
ken from them : Inlike manner, when cold Weather 
comes in, the Inſects all die, and then of Neceflity, the 


they go: This they do in the Manner I have mention- 
ed above; for ſometimes they are ſeen to go off in vaſt 
Flights like a Cloud ; and ſometimes again, when the 
Wind grows fair, they go away a few and a few, as 
they come, not ſtaying at all upon the Coaſt.
